But Collection Up 
Tax Report Shows 


Commissioners Expect Payments Will

The progress recorded in last year’s Ratepayer’s Report 
has been more than maintained during the current year. 
Although the tax rate was decreased by two mills, reducing 
the amount of the tax levy by almost $100,000.00, the amount 
of taxes collected to 30th September last was $48,836.00 in 
excess of the same period last year, and if this rate of collec- 
tions is maintained until the end of the fiscal year, which 
appears probable, the tax collections for this year will be 
over 110% of the levy, a figure which has only been exceeded 
once in the City’s history, the year 1928, the height of the 


boom period. 


Collection of Arrears Totals 
$135,000 For Current Year 
It should be noted that in that year, for the first and only 
time, the collection of arrears totalled over $1,000,000.00, 
including $520,954.00 from the sale of Tax Sale Lands, while 
the receipts from this source in the current year will probably 
not exceed $135,000.00. This will be the fifth consecutive 
year that the City has collected over 100% of the tax levy, 
and is one of the main reasons for the greatly improved finan- 
cial position. A direct result of this is a further substantial 
reduction in the floating debt, including the bank overdraft, 
which less than two years ago was in excess of $1,800,000, 
but which should be reduced to approximately $750,000 by 
81st December. 
he tax rate for the current year was struck at 52 mills, 
a reduction of two mills from the previous year, and three 
mills as compared with 1936, although there has been an 
. appreciable shrinkage in the total assessment meantime. The 
10unt of the tax levy in the present year is $2,750,158.00,

as compared with 90,419 today. The increase of 35% in 
population carries with it obligations for increased services, 
out of all proportion to the relative increase, as the modern 
standard of civic service seems to increase each year.

the whole of this increase, unfortunately, was lost to the City

Relief Bill Is Over 
$500,000 Report Says 


Unemployment relief costs, though diminishing some- 
what, are still one of the larger expense items, estimated to 
cost over $400,000.00 in the present year, including debenture 
charges on the $1,200,000.00 which had to be capitalized in 
the years 1931-1935 inclusive. The cost for Civic Relief is 
approximately $100,000.00, so that the total relief bill is in 
excess of half a million dollars, representing about ten mills 
in a total tax rate of 52 mills, or almost 20%. 

Recognizing that this represents a tremendous load on 
the Civic tax structure, and for the specific purpose of de- 
creasing the impost on real estate, the Minister of Labor, 
representing the Federal Government in the administration of 
relief matters, proposed in the House of Commons that as 
from the beginning of the fiscal year, 1st April, that the 
| Dominion and respective Provincial Governments would con- 

tribute up to 80% of relief costs, leaving 20%, plus the cost 
of administration, to be borne by the municipalities. Even 
this arrangement would still leave this City with 29.59 as 
non-contributable expenditures such as administration, 
medical services, etc., e4ual to 9.5% of the total cost, but the 
Provincial Government is proposing certain restrictions not 
in effect in other Provinces which would have the result of 
largely nullifying the easement proposed by the Dominion 
Government for the specific purpose of relieving real estate 
taxation 

In many cities in Canada the municipal contribution to 
Direct Relief is less than 20%, and has been for years, where- 
as in this, and other Alberta cities, the percentage has been 
very much greater, those for Edmonton ranging from 42% 
to 47% during each of the past five years. This is altogether 
too much for the restricted sources of taxation open to a 
municipality, whereas in the Federal and Provincial fields 
many tax sources are available, both direct and indirect. It 
can, therefore, be realized with what impatience municipal- 
ities await the implementation of the Rowell Comunission 
Report.

The Waterworks Department continues with a steady 
annual renewal of mains and services, which has mostly 
been paid out of current reserve, although the City availed 
itself of a $20,000.00 loan at 2% from the Dominion Govern- 
ment to defray a portion of the cost for this year. By doing 
this it was possible to construct a much-needed addition to 
the shops, which was made under contract at a cost of 
$25,896.00. 

The Electric Light Dept. completed the installation of 
a considerable amount of improved street lighting, both 
North and South of the River, and on the traffic deck of the 
High Level Bridge. Much of the lighting improvement lies 
The Department also com- 
pleted the installation of a voltage regulating station in the 
West End of the City, which has resulted in improved and 


more economical street railway operation between Jasper 


Avenue and Calder. 

The utility improvement which has been most in the 
public eye during 1939 has been the installation of the new 
trolley system between Norwood Boulevard and the centre

trackage which had exceeded its economic life was removed 
on 95th Street between Jasper Avenue and 111th Avenue 
aud from 99th Street between 82nd Avenue and 93rd Avenue 
By installing a bus service on these routes it was possible to 
remove the old tracks entirely and resurface the streets in 
such manner as to create new paved arteries for general 
traffic, as well as for the new trolley coaches which were 
substituted for the uid street cars. The improvement cost 
in the neighborhood of $250,000. About $100,000.00 of this 
was available from reserve, while the balance is being ad- 
vanced by the Dominion Government at 2°) interest In 
doing this the Dominion Government had to be satisfied 
thal the scheme would be self-liquidating within a period of 
twenty years. The total expenditure was very much less 
than would have been to rebuild the tracks to 
modern standards and purchase new street cars. A point 
had been reached where new equipment was required in 
any case to meet growth in patronage. The busses have 
not been operating long enough to come to any definite con-

Utility Revenues Are 
Higher Than 1938 Totals 

All Utility revenues are up for the first nine months of 
the year as compared with the corresponding period of 1938, 
The increases all exceed that which might be attributed to 
the increase in population. Revenues were up 7% on account 
of the sale of electrical energy; 412% on Street Railway opers 
ation: 314% in sale of water and 3% on telephone service. 
These figures may fairly be taken as a reflection of generai 
business conditions throughout the City. 


Large Construction 
Program 

The Engineer’s Dept. has had a heavy program of public 
works construction, the largest in many years, and this in ad- 
dition to its regular tasks of maintenance and operation. The 
principal works included a large paving program on the Fort 
Road, North Edmonton; at 95th Street, between Grierson 
Street and Norwood Boulevard; at 109th Street north of 
the C.N.R. vards; at 124th Street in the West End and at 
99th Street on the South Side. This paving work has greatly 
improved the general appearance and riding qualities of 
many of the streets. Saskatchewan Drive was also treated 
with blotter surface, which has eliminated a bad dust 
nuisance in that district. The street widening’at the new 
Eaton building was completed in the early spring and the 
elimination of the old jog at this busy intersection has greatly 
improved traffic movement there. The re-paving of the deck 
of the Low Level Bridge was another improvement which 
was long overdue, and it is hoped to treat Mil! Creek Bridge 
in the same way in the early spring. 

A great deal of work has been done at the Airport dur- 
ing the past season, including the provision of surface drain- 
age and hard surfacing of runways, improving operations 
throughout the whole year. The entire cost of this work 
was borne by the Dominion Government, the total amount 


expended being in the neighborhood of $67,000.00,
